{ach delight to ftrangers, who found it 
fofull of tice and luſtre, that chey had 
France in farr< more admiration:My licer 
was of Carnation velver, imbroydered 
with works of Gold and Silke, The in- 
ventionof the worke, an4 rhe Imprefley 
were tafic ro be ſeene , this Licter was! 
glazed round, and every glafle had a de- 
vice in it, there being in the works of Vel- 
ver, and in rhe glaffe , fourty different In- 


ventions , with Italian and Spaniſh Mor- 
toes on the Sun, and his effefts ; this licter 
was followed with che licter of Madame 
the Princefſe of Roche-ſar-yon, and with the 


| licter of Madame d: Towrnen,my Dame of 


Honour , and with ten wayting Gentle- 
women on Horſe, with their governeſſe, 
and with fixe caroaches, in which the reft 
of the Ladies and women were. I 
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] Ipaſſed through Picardie, where the 
Citties had commandment from the King 
toreceive me as it himſclf were preſent, 
and they did me all the honuur that I 
could deſire. Being arrived at Cofer, 
which is a fortthree miles trom the fron- 
tire of Cambreſir , the Biſhop of Cambray, | 
whoſe Church acknowledged not then 
the King of Spaine, bur for her Pro- 
tetor,jent a Gentleman unto me,to know 
the boure of my departure thence , incer- 
ding to meer me at my entrance into his 
Lands, where I found him well attended 
wich people, who had the habice and ap- 
parence of cruc Flemmings, as they arc ve- 
ry groſſc in thoſe parts.
